1 4.0, 
but to another judgement to diſcerne of Spirits, Marke, to 
another, not alwayes to the ſame man, that hath fairh,nor 
yet to him, that harhthe gift of tongues, or interpretation 
of ſpeech , every Chriſtianis not able to diſcerne of Spirits.

The 
Church hath authority in controverſies of faith and upon 
her authority you may {ecurely ſettle your faith: for (as 
Calvin. Init. Calvine) Nungquam viſt in veritatem verbi conſemit, the 
14.c.8/c.15- Chuch never concludes upon any thing, but that, which 
is conſonant to the Word of Gov. 

But there may be a doubt in ſome mens mindes con- 
cerning the Church; and they would faine know, which 
is the true Church. Æaquiſſima certè poſtulatio, nec diutius 
arfferenda ; The requeſt is reaſonable, and the anſwer 
ſhall not be deferred. Only I will not aſſume to my ſelfe 
the authority to define it; you ſhall have from S. Chry- 
ſoſteme, what you deſite to heare. 

That reverend Father handling this queſtion of ſet
